We clip the following from the Spo 
kane paper. Murray Gordon, the 
young man referred to, is the son of 
Rev. and Mrs. G. L.. Gordon of this, 
town. 
Unable to go-to war himself, Mur- 
ray Gordon has done the next _ best 


thing. He has paid the expenses of 
another likely recruit to Vancouver, 


B.C., where he stands a good chance 
of being accepted for the Canadian ar- 
my. Gordon is an engineer now re~ 
siding in Spokane. 

At he beginning of the war he was 
in British Columbia working for Foley 
Welch & Stewart and tried to join 
the Canadian engineers at Vancouver 
in 1915, but was rejected. Recently 
in Spokane he apptied at the office of 
the British and Caradien recruiting 
mission, W603 Sprague avenue, and 
was again rejected vecause cf a weak 
heart. 

When he last presented hirnself for 
enlistment he met B. Parker, a bridge 
foreman, who wanted to enlist in the 
Canadian expeditionary force. Park- 
er has lost two brothers with the Can- 
adians at the front and is actuated 
largely by a desire to avenge the 
death of his kin. Captain D. A. Me- 
Leéeod, medical officer here, was oblig- 
ed to reject him for some minor de- 
fect that prevents his enlistment in 
the expeditionary force. _
